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The High School Wall Comes Tumbling Dewn 
For Stronger Design and Reinforcement

Council Meeting-Work Session 


Extensive repairs are being 
made to the walls of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. Except 
for the framework, the top 
two stories of the west wall 
will be torn down and rebuilt. 
The work is well underway. 
The other three exterior walls 
will be reinforced. Conse¬ 
quently no summer activities 
are being offered except for 
band practice and a weight¬ 
lifting program for athletes. 

The deadline set for completion 
of the construction work is Au¬ 
gust 23. However, in the event of 
a "spillover," any work that 
would intrude on areas used by 
students and staff in the fall will 
be deferred until next summer. 

Picking up the $443,000 tab for 
the operation is the Maryland 
Casualty Company (MOC). the 
bonding company that took over 
responsibility for completing the 
school when the original contrac- 
ors, Glassman Construction Com¬ 
pany, ran into financial difficul¬ 
ties. 

In exchange ffor satisfactory 
completion of the work, spokes¬ 
persons for MCC and the Prince 
Georges County Board of Educa¬ 
tion indicate they will no longer 
pursue suits filed with the court 
against each other. The school 
board will also make its final 
payment on the contract for the 
$9.5 million school building. Pre¬ 
viously set at $270,000, the am¬ 
ount of the final payment has 
since been reduced considerably 
by expenses the board incurred 
for independent consultants and 
engineers. 

Construction problems have 
plagued Roosevelt since its doors 
opened in 1976. The school has 
not yet been accepted into the 
county school system because the 
Prince Georges County Depa ■ t- 
ment of Licenses and Permits 
(DLP) will nnot issue a final use 
and occupancy permit until all 
plans and specifications have been 
met. 

Deficiencies such as loose and 
eroded brick work, roof defects, 
water seepage, warped flooring, 
faulty electrical equipment and 
cracks in the parking lot surfaces 
have been corrected. A crack in 
the west wall led to the closing 
of two classrooms during the last 
school year. According to Colonel

Elliott Robertson, Superintendent 
of Business and Facilities, this 
was done 4< more for cosmetic 
reasons and to alleviate any fears 
the students and teachers may 
have felt." 

Over the years the major ques¬ 
tions about possible structural 
flaws have been (1) whether the 
anchorage and reinforements in 
the high masonry walls were pro¬ 
perly provided for, (2) whether 
there was movement of the walls 
and (3) how to correct the two- 
story high crack in the exterior 
west wall. 

Deficiencies Found 

After extensive study by inde¬ 
pendent consultants and engin¬ 
eers, there has been general a- 
greement by all parties that the 
walls were built out of plumb and 
had substantial deficiencies. 
School and MCC officials insist 
there has never been any danger 
to those using the school. How¬ 
ever, the burden has been on the 
school board, its architect, staff 
and independent consultants to 
prove to MOC that construction 
flaws existed This was accomp¬ 
lished by monitoring, x-raying 
and destructive testing of the 
walls. 

In April and December of 1979 
and again in July 1981 the civil 
engineering firm of Bernard F. 
Locraft monitored the exterior 
walls. Comparison of these meas¬ 
urements indicated movement of 
about 1/8". After further test¬ 
ing - until May 1982 - Locraft 
found that there was "no signi¬ 
ficant movement of the walls." 

Roberston commented: "Meas¬ 
uring of the walls served to dem¬ 
onstrate that they were not built 
in perfect alignment . . . there 
was no danger." 

X-rays of the walls were taken 
by Reliance Testing Laboratories 
to verify the presence of anchor¬ 
age and reinforcements (where 
the steel fasteners tied the ex¬ 
terior brick and block to the con¬ 
crete structure). School authori¬ 
ties at the time noted that the 
x-rays showed "a substantial por¬ 
tion of the horizontal joint rein¬ 
forcement is missing” However,

spokespersons for Glassman ar¬ 
gued that xraying of buildings 
was a new technique and no as¬ 
surance could be given that there 
was correct lighting. 

"Since they were reluctant to 
accept the x-ray results which 
revealed missing ties, we had an 
independent contractor open the 
walls at selective locations," as¬ 
serted Roberston. After this took 
place, MCC was convinced that 
repairs were required. 

“We agreed with them . . ., the 
procedures used originally were 
unsatisfactory . , . Certain de¬ 
ficiencies were found when the 
walls were opened up," said Phil¬ 
ip Goodyear. MCC’s bond claim 
supervisor. "All men of good will," 
he added ."wanted to do the right 
thing, . . , The problem was to 
determine what the right thing 
was." 

Safety 

While agreeing there were 
structural flaws, school and MCC 
spokespersons say there was nev¬ 
er any danger. Jack Steiffer. 
former Greenhelter and geology 
teacher at Roosevelt who sparked 
the investigation of possible con¬ 
struction deficiencies at the 
school, said in a recent Journal 
article that while he was happy 
that something was being done 
he didn’t think it would end the 
matter. 

“There was no question about 
the school being safe," said 
DLP’s chief building inspector 
Arthur Brown. “It’s the longevity 
we are concerned about" He went 
on to say that the absence of cer¬ 
tain things, while not of immedi¬ 
ate concern, could over time in¬ 
terfere with the structure’s last¬ 
ing as long as was intended.

BIDS ACCEPTED

Council wrapped up some end 
of the fiscal year matters and 
other items at a special meeting 
on Monday, June 28. The meeting 
date had been advanced from 
June 29 and combined with a 
scheduled work session. 

Council voted unanimously to 
transfer funds within depart¬ 
ments ($15,500), both first and 
second readings. 

The recommendations of the 
city manager were accepted by 
Council on two bids—one for bi¬ 
tuminous concrete and smooth 
seal for resurfacing some of the 
city’s streets and a second for a 
generating system and transfer 
switch to be used during power 
emergencies by the police depart¬ 
ment. 

On a motion by Councilman Gil 
Weidenfeld, council voted to ac¬ 
cept A. H. Smith’s low bid for 
street resurfacing. The bid price 
was $29.94 per ton for bituminous 
concrete paving and $31.89 per 
ton for smooth seal. The city pub¬ 
lic works crew normally does all 
the base repair work prior to re¬ 
surfacing. But with the low bid 
received, Giese expects to be able 
to expand the extent of the pro¬ 
gram this year, perhaps beyond 
what the public works crew can 
handle. In that contingency, the 
city will need to have some of the 
work done by an outside contrac¬ 
tor, possibly A, H. Smith. 

The generator will be purchas¬ 
ed from Associated Electric Co. 
at a cost of $6,997. The transfer 
switch ($500, Zenith), which will 
be placed in the dispatcher’s of¬ 
fice. will enable switching over 
the power to the alternate source 
from within the police depart¬ 
ment. 

Council selected Wooden Ben¬ 
son as auditors for the com¬ 
ing fiscal year at a cost of $8,500, 
the lowest bid for a company 
with municipal experience. 

Good Luck Center 

Council selected Wooden & 
Benson as auditors for the com* 
for the Del Maso-Maske prop¬ 
erty, the Good Luck Center. The 
65.4 acre parcel lies just outside 
but adjacent to the city of Green¬ 
belt, south of Good Luck Road 
and east of Kenilworth Avenue. 
The town of Riverdale, now in the 
process of annexing the area, has 
been working on an agreement 
with the owners to limit density 
to that of the concept plan drawn 
for the area, city manager James 
K. Giese explained to council. 
Council's earlier letter to the 
County Council expressed similar 
concerns about potential density, 
but also noted that extensive road 
improvements were needed in or¬ 
der to handle the traffic that 
would be generated by the devel¬ 
opment. The County Council sit¬ 
ting as the District Council will 
consider this proposed amend¬ 
ment at a work session on July 15. 

Council determined to let the 
letter stand as is. Park and Plan¬ 
ning could tell from looking at 
the agreements with Riverdale 
whether the concerns of Green¬ 
belt had been met. said council¬ 
man Gil Weidenfeld. However, he 
also suggested that the city ob 
tain copies of the Riverdale an¬ 
nexation agreements. Giese told 
council he understood road im¬ 
provements would be undertaken 
before development. (Council had 
toyed briefly with the thought of 
annexing the property into the 
city of Greenbelt, but as quickly 
rejected the idea.) 

Giese informed council that he 
would not be able to attend the 
regular council meeting scheduled 
for July 12, He asked to be ex¬ 
cused, saying the meeting would 
be adequately covered by other 
staff members. Council humor- 


DILEMMA RESOLVED

During a break in the June 28 
meeting, council met with the 
members of the Roosevelt Com¬ 
memoration Committee in a work 
session to resolve a dilemma. For 
whom would the Lake Park—one 
of Greenbelt’s most cherished pos¬ 
sessions — be named: Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt or Albert S. 
(Buddy) Attick. Both were men 
of great importance to the com¬ 
munity-one a President of the 
United States, whose signature 
allowed the town to be built and 
whose hand helped stock the lake 
with fish, an important figure in 
Greenbelt’s history; the other a 
local boy who grew up in the 
wooded hills and valleys that be¬ 
came the lake park, whose hands 
helped build the new town and 
keep its people safe, whose natu¬ 
ral friendliness and can-do atti¬ 
tude throughout the years of his 
service to the community epito¬ 
mize what is best about Greenbelt. 

With a great deal of soul 
searching, some agony and un¬ 
happiness, the two groups wove a 
delicate compromise: Roosevelt 
Lake and the Albert S. Attick 
Park. 

No one around the table could 
offer an acceptable alternative. 
The criteria for each man had 
been met. A permanent, physical 
place of sufficient significance 
that it could be named for a pres¬ 
ident—Roosevelt Lake would ap¬ 
pear on maps alongside the name 
of Greenbelt. A living memorial— 
the Albert S. Attick Park—would 
touch the lives of the people who 
live in the community. The people 
would remember Buddy, their 
friend and mentor. 

Council sent the recommenda¬ 
tion to the three advisory boards 
for comments.

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Shed Regulations 

To the Editor: 

The Board of Directors has re¬ 
pealed the GHI regulations gov¬ 
erning the size of free-standing 
sheds. This result may not have 
been intended, but it is what was 
achieved when, at its June 24 
meeting, the Board granted an 
exemption to the height and vol¬ 
ume requirements of the regula¬ 
tions. 

The facts are these. GHI reg¬ 
ulations limit the height of sheds 
to seven feet and volume to 100 
square feet (i.e., 700 cu. ft.) and 
require that the Board approve 
specifically any free-standing 
shed. Without having obtained 
Board sanction, a member erec¬ 
ted a shed measuring 10x12 ft. 
by 13 feet in height. (The height 
was almost double that allowable 
and the volume more than dou¬ 
ble.) Wanting to sell his unit 
with the shed, the member re¬ 
quested after-the-fact approval, 
for it. The Board exempted him 
from compliance with the regula¬ 
tion. 

There is now no basis on which 
the Board can refuse permission 
for the erection of a shed up to 
at least the dimensions of this 
one. For that matter, given the 
after-the-fact approval, it is at 
least arguable that no longer 
must a member seek permission 
for a shed up to the size of the 
one approved. 

The Board has an undeniable 
authority to issue and enforce 
regulations. In no case may its 
actions be arbitrary or unreason¬ 
able, however. To approve a 
shed 7|£ ft in height or one that 
measures 10 x 11 ft, or giving a 
member time in which to make 
his shed conform probably would 
be reasonable exceptions to the 
regulations. To try now to en¬ 
force the current regulations 
would be arbitrary and unrea¬ 
sonable. 

It may be that the shed regula¬ 
tions and others should be amen¬ 
ded, If so, the Board should ad¬ 
dress itself directy to this issue. 
Board members should study the 
mutual ownerhip contract and 
the bylaws. From them they will 
learn that they are elected by 
and are responsible to the mem¬ 
bers for the setting and enforce¬ 
ment of policy. Nothing in either 
document suggests that they were 
elected to function as ombuds¬ 
men or as judges in any equity 
court,

Guy Miller worked at GHI be¬ 
fore it became GHI. He worked 
when ground w*as being broken 
for the housing development and 
left to go into service. He re¬ 
turned to work for the develop¬ 
ment and stayed on when it be¬ 
came GHI. Miller was at different 
times heating foreman, auto me¬ 
chanic foreman, and grounds 
foreman. He was instrumental in 
planting and landscaping tffe 
shrubbery in front of the GHI 
offices on Hamilton PI. 

When Miller lived in Greenbelt, 
he lived in one of four govern¬ 
ment owned houses on Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. near the lake. He 
could walk from his house to In¬ 
dian Springs. (Later the govern¬ 
ment razed these houses). 

Miller later moved to College 
Park where he and his wife, 
Helen, raised their family. His 
wife died about 10 years ago. 

Rayetta Henson remembers 
Miller as friendly, always willing 
to help anyone. “He could fix, 
plan, do,” she reminisces. He 
worked side by side with Hen¬ 
son’s husband from 1949 to 1966. 
Henson also recalls what a fount 
of knowledge Miller had about 
Greenbelt. He liked to tell how 
it all started, she said. In 1937, 
he had told her, the houses on 
Gardenway were started first. In 
1946 the frame homes were com¬ 
pleted. She recalls how he liked 
to tell newcomers all about 
Greenbelt. 

Katherine Keene had memories 
of Miller which she shared at 
the June 24 GHI Board meeting. 
She remembered one extremely 
cold January night in 1970 or 
1971 when the big water main 
that brought water to the largest 
GHI boiler burst (290 homes). It 
was discovered about 2 a.m. The 
boiler room was flooded with sev¬ 
eral feet of water. Miller had 
been home sick with the flu. Be¬ 
cause he was heating foreman, 
he was phoned at 4 or 5 a.m. He 
got up out of a sick bed and 
stayed on the job until the heat 
was restored at 10 p.m., 17 hours 
later. 

His many friends in Greenbelt 
will miss this friendly, capable 
man,
